My beliefs are those that were held 
by the preat-great-grandfather of 
the state's learned counsel,” Ka- 
hane told the bench from the front 
of a packed, tense courtroom. 

Deputy State Attorney Dorit 
Beinish had earlier dismissed the 
Kach claim that its ideology was 
based on security considerations 
and Halachic dictates, Kahane, she 
said, spoke unabashedly of Jewish- 
Arab relations as those between a 
rider and his ass. 


She agreed with Kach’s advocate 
Aharon Papo on the gravity of the 
issue, she said. Where she differed 
was in her conviction that Kahane’s 
ideology had already been alt too 
clearly spelled out and that Israeli 
society not absorb it. 


Tt was unthinkable, said Beinish, 
that Israel permit any differentia- 
tion between a Jewish and a demo- 
cratic state as Kach argued. Kahane 
had gone far beyond the clear limits 
of legitimate expression of opinion. 

Beinish’s answer to Papo's ap- 
peal, made last Tuesday, was punc- 
tuated by overt and covert compari- 
sons between Kach and Nazism, 
with each such utterance countered 
by a hiss from the public benches, 
largely filled by Kach supporters, 
many of them newly observant im- 
migrants from Russia. ~ 

‘The essence of Kach’s ideology, 
said Beinish, was the negation of 
equality for Arab citizens. Its entry 
into the Knesset was its chosen 
method for realizing that ideal. That 
should delude no one.

on the other issues we find impor- 
tant, whereas the reverse is true for 
Party B. And so on. 

‘What one has to do, therefore, is 
set one’s own order of priorities, 
concentrating on only one or two 
major issues on the basis of which 
one can clearly choose one party 
over all the others.

that are vying for our support divide 
into two basic categories: those that

WITH JUST OVER two weeks left 
before citizens cast their ballots in 
what has been described as the most 
crucial election in the country’s his- 
tory, there can be little doubt of the 
outstanding issues of the campaign — 
the intifada and the future of the 
territories.

tral topic on the streets, in homes. , 


cafes and pubs, as wel) as in the 
televised election propaganda of the 
competing parties. The subject gen- 
erates heated, often vitriolic, argu- 
ments between proponents of op- 
posing solutions to the problem. 
it has increased tension throughont 
the country. 

Nowhere is this more evident than 
in Israeli Arab towns and villages. 
Recent disturbances, including pet- 
tol bomb attacks, the planting of a 
bomb in Afula, the appearance of 
leaflets intimating that the intifada 
will cross the “Green Line,” the un- 
furling of Palestinian flags and the 
scrawling of PLO slogans on walls, 
are apparently manifestations of the 
heightened tension. 

The volatile atmosphere makes it 
more difficult to assess voting 
trends, especially in the Arab sec- 
tor. In contrast to the politicians, 
residents are reluctant to speak their 


views out loud. That, in itself, is an 
indication of the conflicting inflo- 
ences and pressures on Israeli Arab

Israeli 
Arabs identify completely with their 
brethren in the territories but there 
is a great difference between the 
problems of the residents there and 
our own (in Israel). 

“In the 1984 elections, 51 per cent 
of the Arab vote went to Hadash 
and the PLP and 49 per cent to the 
so-called Zionist parties, including 
Labour. This year, with 65,000 Ar- 
abs eligible to vote for the first time, 
I suspect that there will be a big 
swing towards the smaller parties. 
The new voters, in particular, who 
tend to be influenced more by their 
feelings than anything else, are like- 
ly to vote for Hadash and the PLP as 
a form of protest. 

“If there was some clear-cut di- 
rection from the PLO, it could influ- 
ence the vote.

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The perilous road to the polls 


PRESIDENT Chaim Herzog’s call on the 
electorally embattled parties yesterday to 
avoid violence, came not a day t0o soon. 

Violence in this election may not be signifi- 
cantly more rabid than it has been since 1977, 
and in some respects it has even been re- 
duced. Thus the amount of sheer ethnic bile 
Poured out into the streets, with or without a 
distinct party label, has notably lessened. But 
itis wrong to assume, as the president appears 
to be doing. that the personal mud-slinging 
which attends the parties’ electioneering ef- 
fort is the work of but a handful of individuals. 
These individuals are authentic agents of their 
Parties. 

The Alignment, for example, is not content 
to observe that Yitzhak ‘Shamir abstained in 
the Knesset vote on the Camp David agree- 
ments. It must charge the premier with having 
fought the accords furiously, which he did not. 
if only because he then occupied the Kuesset 
Speaker's chair. The Likud, for its part, keeps. 
insisting on an explanation from Shimon Peres 
as to why the PLO wants μῶν to be the coun- 
try’s next premier, as though a story in a 
sensation-seeking U.S. daily established that 
as a fact. The PLO’s current practice, and its 
longtime defence of its rejectionism by refer- 
ence to the Israeli brand, rather suggest that 
no such explanation is required. 

Partisan attempts to bring political rivals 
into ridicule and contempt do not, however, 
exhaust the fund of verbal violence employed 
in the present campaign. Far more worrying 
are the systematic distortions of the parties’ 
own and their opponents’ programmes, in the 
expectation of winning the votes of both the 
left and the right. In order to receive the 
president's nod when the time comes to form 
the next government, both the Likud and the 
Alignment apparently feel they need more 
votes than those of the faithful. Each party is 
therefore eager to secure the support of un- 
like- or not entirely like-minded voters who 
are still, so to speak, floating. 

Tf this calls for a measure of violent fabrica- 
tion that defies truth and logic, then so much 
the worse for truth and logic. 


One result of this sort of calculation is the 


kind of Alignment television advertising that 


sounds in part as though it originated in the 
lunatic right fringe. Arab-fearing voters are 
invited to consider the dire consequences of 
the Likud annexing, say, the Gaza hell-hole 
with its 650,000 Palestinians. The Likud, 
speaking through Moshe Arens, bas, so it is 
alleged, already promised these Palestinians 
their dearest wish, full civic rights including 
Israeli [ID cards. and this would enable them 
to swamp Israel and in due course dominate 
the Knesset. 

Alignment propagandists who spout this 
nonsense know full well that Mr. Arens’s 
views on the matter, whatever they precisely 
are, do not represent the majority sentiment 
within the Likud, and that the last thing on the 
Likud's collective mind is to grant annexed 
Palestinians full civic rights. But the distorted 
allegation might win the Alignment some 
votes, on the right, and that is enough warrant 
for using it. 

Anxious to ward off such false imputations 
of liberalism, yet hoping to soothe all too 
peace-obsessed Israeli breasts, the Likud is 
now busily assuring the nation that its annex- 
ationist programme is in fact the one guaran- 
teed avenue to peace. Its linchpin is presented 
as the Camp David scheme of permanent 
autonomy for the Palestinians, within an undi- 
vided Eretz Yisrael. Bindingly agreed upon 
between Israel, Egypt and the U.S., the au- 
tonomy is supposed to give satisfaction with- 
out granting Israeli civic rights to the Palestin- 
ians, as well as security to Israel. 

Likud propagandists who spout this non- 
sense know full well that their version of the 
Camp David autonomy plan is in fact Mena- 
chem Begin’s original autonomy proposal, 
which got buried at Camp David. They must 
also be fully aware that, largely due to their 
party’s. exertions, whatever chance the true 
Camp David scheme -- an interim, five-year 
arrangement leading to a final settlement and 
a peace with Jordan — had a decade ago, it is 
now dead as a dodo. They must be operating 
on the assumption that an earnestly peddled 
fake sells. 

This type of deliberate warping of patent 
truth is the bane of the present election . 
campaign. 


- Israel’s European opportunity 


AFTER an all too protracted delay, the Euro- 
pean parliament on Wednesday ratified three 
economic accords signed last December be- 
tween the Εἰ Community and Israel. 
The ostensible reason for the delay was the 
refusal of Israel's Ministry of Agriculture to 
allow farmers in the territories to export their 
produce to EC countries directly, under their 
own labels, but only through Israeli 
intermediaries. 

The true reason was the desire of a majority 
of the European parliament, on both the feft 
and the right, to punish Israel for its harsh 
response to the intifada. 

The two sides have now made up. The 
Ministry of Agriculture has dropped its for- 
mer ban, and has concluded an agreement 
with the Palestinian agricultural cooperatives 
permitting them to export independently, 
rather than through Agrexco and the Citrus 
Exporting Board. Although Israel's policy in 
the territories is still not to the taste of most of 
them. the great majority of the members of 
parliament have decided that Israel's back- 
tracking, as well as Europe's own economic 
interests, made any further delay in ratifica- 


fion unjustified. _ 7 

While there is no question of the benefits 
that not only its flower rs but Israel as a 
whole will draw from the now ratified proto- 
cols. there can also be no doubt of the eco- 
nomic advantages in it to the EC. Israel buys 
currently $6.4 billion worth of goods from EC 
countries annually, which is more than, for 
example, China does. Unlike the Chinese, 
too, Israeli tourists by their tens of thousands 
regularly flood Europe. Israel's trade deficit 
with the EC, $3.6 billion last year, is far larger 
than the country’s entire trade deficit. 

Two newcomers to the EC, Spain and Por- 
tugal, should particularly welcome the ratifi- 
cation of the accords, because it alone grants 
them access on a reciprocal basis to the Israeli 
market. But let bygones be bygones. Israeli 
eyes should now be firmly fixed on 1992, when 
the EC is to abolish nearly almost all barriers 
among its members, becoming one huge com- 
petitive market. While the problems this may 
pose for Israel must not be ignored, the vast 
new opportunities it will present should most 
certainly not be missed. The time to plan for it 
is now.

Arriving in Holland, groping their 
way back slowly to a religion they 
had almdést forgotten, or had never 
properly and only vaguely known, 
the Marranos became naturally in- 
volved in a continuous dialogue with 
religious problems. The split caused 
by vacillating between religious 
thirst and scepticism was, to my 
mind, the root cause which explod- 
ed into open rebellion in restless 
Spinoza. 

In addition, the historical back- 
ground was such that spiritual con- 
fusion and serious heterodox con- 
troversies could easily endanger the 
development of the nascent Jewish 
community in Amsterdam, where 
strict observance was a prerequisite 
of cohesion, and often of survival. 


BY REJECTING the authority of 
the Tora and of revelation, and ac- 
cepting nothing but reason as abso- 
Inte logical necessity, Spinoza came 
to deny such concepts as free will in 
the mental sphere or any metaphysi- 
cal influence in the physical world. 
Those ideas tly spread by 
word of mouth (his theories bad not 
yet been published when he was ex- 
comunicated at the age of 23), and 
he soon initiated Bible criticism, 
claiming a priori that the Jews of 
biblical times were inferior to the 
Egyptians and had only their own 
character to blame for their 

Spinoza expressed himself in fa- 
vour of the New Testament over the 
Jewish Tora, and claimed that the 
entire Mosaic laws were only appli- 
cable in ancient times and were n0 
longer conducive to any good. 

Professor Gans,'a Dutch author- 
ity on Jewish history, recently 
showed that Spinoza’s theories 
alone could not have been the real 
reason for his expulsion from the 
synagogue. In fact ~ and this must 
be stressed - Spinoza bad aban- 
doned not only Judaism, but the 
Jewish people as well. For him, Hol- 
land was mea patria, my fatherland. 
Like every assimilationist, be meant 
it quite literally, and probably feit it 
more strongly than many a Christi 
in bis day. He no longer identified 
with his fellow Jews, whose lan- 
guage and customs belonged to a 
people toward whom he felt an out- 
sider (and particularly so when he 
cavi the restoration of the 
Jewish State). 

Although he felt no need to be 
baptized,-he attended the services of 
the Collegians, a Protestant sect. He 
was careful to avoid too conspicuous 
a form of .

Still a dog’s life 


Despite the increase in pet- 
the level of cruelty to animals 


keeping in Israel the 
remains much higher 


than in the West, according to the director of 


veterinary services in Jerusalem. Benny Morris reports “© 


EACH YEAR, Israel's vets and the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Animals put down 18-20,000 
stray dogs. This is comparable, says 
Jerusalem's director of veterinary 
services, Dr. Tomi Sadeh, to the 15 
million dogs and cats slaughtered 
annually in the U.S. 

“The dog pounds in the U.S. fiad 
homes for only some 10 per cent of 
the strays picked up. In Israel, the 
SPCA has hidden the killing from 
the public for years, always pleas- 
antly claiming that they ‘find a home 
for every dog brought to‘us.” This is 
Nonsense.” according to Sadeh. ᾿ 

He says that there is a dog popula- 
tion explosion worldwide, and that 
force of circumstance compels coun- 
tries to kill off “the surplus dogs” - 
meaning those without homes. 

“The only good service™ done by 
the Kolbotek programme a_fort- 
night ago which showed how dogs 
were put down in the Tel Aviv 
SPCA was. according to Sadeh, to 
“reveal” the fact of these necessary 
killings to the public. “Otherwise, I 
can only criticize the programme as 
yellow journalism.” 

Both Sadeh and Joan Comay, 
head of the Jerusalem SPCA, regard 
the outcry by dog-lovers following 
the programme as misplaced. Co- 
may, the widow of Israeli Foreign 
Service veteran Michael Comay and 
the founder of the Jerusalem SPCA, 
called the programme “uneducat- 
ed” and “destructive.” Kolbotek 
showed dogs put down with a bolt- 
firing pistol, which was described on 
the show as a “nail.” 

: “If dogs must be put down,” says 
Sadeh, “then the boit is a good way. 
It is not inhumane from the dog's 
point of view . It works instantly. 
‘There is no suffering. It is disadvan- 
from the point of view of 
the “executioner, as it is unaesthetic 
and unpleasant. The bolt is used 
worldwide. Indeed, it was specifical- 
ly designed for this purpose.” 
Comay says that the bolt is not 
used in Jerusalem as “the numbers 
being killed™ are smaller. According 
to Sadeh, the Jerusalem vets, ‘for 
reasons of public relations,” prefer 
to use barbiturates and chloroform. 
Comay: “Killing with chloroform is 
awful, a slow death for large dogs.”

At the Jerusalem SPCA they use 
Phenobarbitan. “It takes a second,” 
she says. 

One of the main reasons for de- 
stroying strays is the fear of rabies. 
Sadeh says chere will probably be no 
increase in the incidence of the dis- 
ease this year, compared to last. (in 
1987, there were 28 cases nation- 
wide, this year, 24 have so far been 


reported). 

“But the location of the recent 
incidents is worrying.” notes Sadeh, 
referring to two cases of rabid foxes 
in Eilat and the seven cases in Jeru- 
salem suburbs (Ramot, Ein Kerem) 
during the past three months . “For 
20 years, there have been no cases 
of rabies in the south. And Jerusa- 
lem. of course, is a problem, being ἃ 
large urban area. We must prevent 
the rabies from getting to the centre 
of town. We are going to have to get 
stricter with stray dogs (in Jerusa- 
lem). Protecting (human) lives 
comes first.” 

A decade ago, says Sadeh, rabid 
dogs did reach Jerusalem's central 
districts. “This year, we have man- 
aged to keep them to the peripher- 
ies, It’s as if the foxes see the sign 
‘City Limits’ and keep off.” 

Sadeh is insistent that Israelis 
must obey the existing leash laws — 
that dogs must not be allowed out 
unleashed and unaccompanied. 
“These leash laws are applied in all 
western countries. In Sweden, for 
example, you will never see a dog 
wandering about without ἃ leash — 
and there they don't have rabies.” 


SADEH POINTS OUT the danger 
from unleashed dogs: “In Bar-Giora 
(ip the Jerusalem Corridor), there 
was an awful dog assault case last 
week. A dog bit an eight-year-old 
girl so badly about the face and head 
that she had to have 40 stitches. A 
few months ago, this dog bit a boy in 
the head. The dog is now in the 
pound and won't be returned to its 


owner. 
“We have no choice but to go out 
and catch stray dogs. The owner, if 
there is one, must pay IS 100 to get a 
back. We hold them for 10 days. 
It is better to enforce the law than 
have children subjected to extensive 
plastic surgery.”

It is interesting to note, too, that 
the first offence committed after the 
flood is Ham's shameless violation 
of his father’s nakedness and his 
possible castration of Noah, as he 
lay drunk with wine from his recent- 
ly planted vineyard. 

Scriptural disgust af excessive 
perversity is not duc to a prudish 
attitude: nor does it imply a high-

Many years ago, when my businesses were totally ruined because I didn't have the time to attend 
to them, I was offered in Mexico the post of Secretary of the Central Committee of the Jewish Community. I declined 
in spite of the fact that 1 lacked the moncy for the next breakfast.

For this season, it is most urgent to realize deep changes in Israel—economic, social and political—without 
any delay. 

RADICAL CHANGES IN ISRAEL 

As a first premise, the present electoral system that only lends itsclf to connivance, to the proliferation of parties 
and to human degradation, has ie disappear. Personal elections, and let the best men and women win, the most 
capable, Let the people decide whom they want as rulers and Iegislators. In the next years, we shall take part in 
the clection-process by means of aur massive APOLITICAL movement, The Israclis must elect a Prime Minister 
and legislators. My task is extraordinarily fascinating, ihe task of renewing the Jewish people, but our influence 
shall be [εἰς only in the near future, se that the country will be governed by young people, capable, cultured, well 
‘versed in universal culture and history, but above all, young peaple who are compassionate towards their own people, 

We shail reduce bureaucracy by 75%, in the style of Japan. Well paid technocrats, who must be thoroughly 
familiar with the country’s internal problems. Their loyalty should not be to a party, but (o the Israeli citizenry.” 

Amongst the many who came fo visit me, there was ἃ man who only had one tooth in his mouth. He came 
with his two small children, shoeless and hungry. IC is a real shame that this could happen in a Jewish State. How 
can any Jew sit at the table knowing that there are Jewish children suffering from hunger? I have sent some money 
to this man; that shall solve some of his problems. { am reproducing below, a fetler that speaks for itself:

a press conference for me. He answered that “*he didn't want the journalists to ask me why Israeli soldiers kill 
Arab children:? He was afraid I wouldn't know the answer, just as he himself most certainly doesn’t know it. 

Israe!’s Ambassador, Dr. Shmorak, rented a salon for the press-conference; however, the event was cancelled... 
This kind of ignorance from Jewish “‘Ieaders:” What human degradation! What spiritual nullification! Never- 
theless, I shall go forth. Nevertheless, I am full of enthusiasm and faith to save the Jewish people from spiritual 
extinction, and Israel from total collapse. 1 shail face all these problems. In addition to my intellectual baggage 
and universal experience, I have the physical strength for it. I play golf, tennis, run from three to five miles daily, 
I lift weights, and do fiftcen hundred push-ups in one and a half hours. I have pending a bet at the gym in Mexico 
City for 2,000 “push-ups” in two hours. I am sending a letter fo the World Olympic Committee to enter the “push-up” 
as a competition in the Olympic Games. I might win the championship.

I know every single thing there is to 
know about the Sovict Union, } think that a conversation between us would probably solve the problem of Russian 
Jewry, but would also help him change radically the economic panorama of the Soviet Union. It takes two strong 
leaders to solve the greatest problems, like in the case of Begin and Sadat. 1 haven't changed my opinion about 
the Soviet system, but I certainly would find a common language with the Secretary General, 

‘Fate has always played, in history, the most unconventional and unbelievable tricks. Opportunity is knocking 
at our doors, Let's open the doors and let it in, Mr. Gorbachev.

Final challenge for 
_Koor's Benny Gaon

BENNY GAON - ihe Great White Hope who took over the hot seat at 
Koor four months ago, amidst widespread Publicity -- now seems at a loss 
for fancy phrases and convincing explanations. 


Looking back over this short period, it seems that Gaon may have 


been more style than substance. Bankers Trust. Koor’s largest foreign 
creditor. apparently caught on to this before many others did. Their 
decision this week to call for Koor's liquidation over what, at first glance, 
looks like a paltry $20 million loan. has exposed the glaring financial 
weakness of the Histadrut's giant industrial concern. 


Sources αἱ both Bankers Trust and Koor say the root of the problem ἢ 


lies in the “bad chemistry” between Gaon and the New York bank. 
Bankers executives. they say. bad πὸ stomach for Gaon's unfounded 
Optimism as to his ability to head Koor's recovery programme. and his 


Israeli-style scorn for the facts. 


The key to Gaon’s turnaround programme for Koor was the continued 
existence of the concem's foreign credit lines. Interviewed several 
months ago by The Jerusalem Post, Gaon stressed: “Hf one single bank 
reduces our credit line, it can create ἃ snowball effect, and F won't have 
aay control.” 

Asked how he managed to cunvince Koor's foreign banks that he 
could actually succeed in turning the concern around, he shot back: 
“Look, we dicn't invent the wheel. This has happened before to many 
companies around the world. When you g0.to bankers, who are always 
worriers. and say “This is what I intend ta do, just give me 8 chance’ -- 
they τ et want to know if the man who is leading the company is 
erediMe. 


CREDIBiLiryY. IN FACT. is why Koor today faces the threat of 
liquidation. As une source at Bankers Trust says. the New York finan- 
ciers took an instant dislike to Gaon. und decided to take everything he 
suid with a “grain of salt.” 

This scepticism increased after Koor recently failed to pay back on 
schedule its $20 m. loan from Bankers. U.S. bankers, unlike their Israeli 
colleayues, do net knew the meaning of the phrase “ Yiheye b'seder,” — it 
will be all right. 

Histadrui officials say the warning lights had been flashing for three 
months, and that labour federation leader Yisrael Kessar had held 
Meetings with the bankers during this period. They add that Gaon failed 
to understand the Americuns’ fanguage. ᾿ 


“When they [the bankers] say ‘I suggest,” they are not offering 
suggestions, they are telling you. Gaon did not understand the semantics 
involved,” according to a Histadrut source, “The bankers trusted Shevah 
Ophir (Koor’s former financial director), but not the present manage- 
ment - the people who threw Ophir out.” 

Once regarded as Koor’s financial wizard. Ophir, in fact, was the man 

; who had raised many of the for- 
eign loans now in question. 
Events this week seem to have 
opened up old wounds, with 
Koor’s current bosses accusing 
Ophir of having tipped off the 
New York bank as to the severity 
of Koor's financial predicament. 
Strangely enough, however, the 
concern'’s management was 
eventually forced to ask for 
Ophir’s hand in dealing with the 
bank, with whom he says he 
“still maintains close ties.” Gaon 
even asked Ophir to accompany 
him to New York this week to meet with the heads of Bankers and 
convince them to withdraw their liquidation request, but Ophir declined, 
apparently wanting to wash his hands of the whole affair. 

Sources close to Ophir say this week's move by Bankers Trust came as 
financial disector. who bad, waned Koor’s 
current management this would happen as soon as they abolished their 
clearing house system. which allowed companies in the conglomerate to 
borrow and lend to one another without having to go to outside banks. 
One of the aims of Gaon's turnaround had been to do away 
with this system and decentralize financial control in the concern, turning 
every unit into its own profit centre. 


BUT THE question of financial control now seems academic. Koor has 
to find a way of appeasing Bankers Trust . either by repaying the loan or, 
as seems more likely, providing cast-iron guarantees for the loan, which 
until now have been Jacking. 


In the back of the mind of all Koor officials this week was the fear that 
other foreign creditors would follow Bankers’ lead and call in their 
markers. Koor owes foreign creditors an estimated $400 m. — no small 
sum and one that Koor cannot possibly repay. 


It seems the government will have no choice but to bail out Koor, by 
far the country's largest industrial concem. In return, however, it will 
undoubtedly seek an active role in running the company -- thereby 
effectively stripping the Histadrut of contro! — and may even demand 
partial ownership. 

Bankers Trust has thus given the Likud an early Hanukka present on 
the ese of the elections. The precarious state of Koor. the Histadrut 
flagship, cannot avoid being a tamished reflection of the Labour party’s 
ability τὸ handle economic matters. Shimon Peres might have curbed 


inflation, but the labour economy has failed to adapt to the new post- . 


inflatienary era. 

The action has now shifted τὸ New York, where Gaon will have to 
change, in one way er another, the impression he left on his previous 
visits. He will also have tu convince the heads of Bankers Trust to accept 
an alternative proposal. whose details are still confidential, which was 
approved this week by the Bank of Israel and Treasury. Supporting 
Gaon in this arduous task are Bank Hapoalim’s board chairman Eitan 
Bergluss. the bank’s managing director Amiram Sivan and Koor’s lawyer 
Ram Caspi. 

This might be Ganon's last chance to impress us Koor'’s managing 
director. The company’s half-year results. duc to be published on Mon- 
dav. are widely predicted to be far worse than originally expected. This 
will undoubtedly beg many questions as to the “revolutionary and 
drastic” nature of Gaon's turnaround programme, which was meant to 
retum Koor to profitability within the next two years.

THIS WEEK has been a doubly 
traumatic one for the Israeli 
economy. 

The obvious trauma has been that 
Koor, the biggest industrial concern 
in the entire Middle East, has been 
exposed as teetering on the verge of 
bankruptcy. While that might not 
have been news to the business com- 
munity, the implications of ἃ possi- 
ble collapse of this behemoth have 
been hammered home to the wider 
public as never before. 

The second trauma has been 
muck more subtle, and will take 
longer to be fully absorbed, let 
alone overcome. For the first time, 
Israel's corporate elite has been 
forced to face the unpleasant truth 
that if it wants to play the business 
game on a world scale, then it will 
have to accept the rules and norms 
that the big boys apply, and not cry

Even in the previous biggest cor- 
porate screw-up in Israeli history, 
namely the Elscint crisis of 1985/87, 
this fact was not fully appreciated. 
This may have been because, de- 
spite that company’s registration on 
the New York Stock Exchange and 
the class action suits that were there- 
fore brought against it, Elscint's 
bankers were all Jocal and the solu- 
tions were found at home. Whatever 
other mistakes Elscint made, it 
didn’t get itself into hock with the 
ruthless American banks. 

The Elscint example, by the way, 
may sefve aS encouragement for 
Koor.

RAMAT HASHARON - Four 
hungry players in search of an elu- 
sive trophy.
